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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 
TO THE WENTWORTH SCHOOL BOARD 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools: 


I would like to begin this report by complimenting you upon 
your decision to employ a third teacher in the Wentworth Ele- 
mentary School. As the year progresses there is no question 
in my mind that educationally and administratively your school 
is being run more efficiently than it has ever been since I 
have been your Superintendent of Schools. 


In June Miss Cole resigned to take a position in New Jersey 
and Mrs. Belyea, whom you all know, was hired to teach 
Grades 1, 2, and 3. She, very wisely, had taken a year to ob- 
tain more credits at Plymouth Teachers College which I am 
sure makes her a better teacher. Mrs. Ida Valla was hired 
to teach Grades 4, 5, and 6, and Mr. Valla returned to act as 
principal and to teach Grades 7 and 8. They both are grad- 
uates of Keene Teachers College and are doing excellent work. 
Mrs. Fisher also returned as School Nurse. Mr. Malfa, the 
music teacher, resigned in June to take a position in the south- 
ern part of the state and it was not possible immediately to 
secure a replacement. However, in October Mr. Stephen Childs 
of Rumney, with whom most of you are acquainted, agreed to 
do the music in the Wentworth School for the remainder of the 
school year. Due to a change in his employment, however, he 
at this writing has resigned. We were very fortunate in secur- 
ing Mrs. Arlene Wilson, a music supervisor with much exper- 
ience in New Jersey, to finish this school year. She also has 
agreed if we are satisfied with her work, to do music in the 
elementary school for the school year 1957-1958. 


This year we have adopted the new Intermediate Grade 
Reading Book which has been edited by Scott, Foresman who 
supply our basal texts and we are slowly replacing our upper 
grade social studies with new books that more nearly conform 
with the recent New Hampshire Social Studies Guide. 


The testing program is now well stabilized to the point 
where achievement tests are given twice yearly in the fall for 
diagnostic purposes and in the spring to evaluate the results

of teaching. This is supplemented by a first grade readiness 
test and by annual mental ability examinations in grades 3, 
5, and 7. By using different achievement tests every year on 
a three year rotating basis and mental ability tests every two 
years, we are able during an eight year span to get a fairly 
comprehensive picture of child’s ability, strength, and weak- 
nesses from an educational viewpoint. 


The small addition made last year at the rear door has 
proven very effective and valuable and it seems to me you 
added a lot to the building for a little expense. I would recom- 
mend that this summer the water supply by thoroughly checked 
and repairs made where necessary. 


I would like to thank the school board and the teachers 
of Wentworth for their interest and cooperation this past year 
and would like to have you Know that I have enjoyed working 
with you. As your Superintendent of Schools, if you have prob- 
lems of an educational nature please feel free to contact me 
personally or through the school board and I shall be happy to 
help you in any way I can.

EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of New 
Hampshire, requires that school district annual reports show 
the total amount paid to the superintendent as per the follow- 
ing quotation: 


‘REPORTS. Each superintendent of a supervisory 
union shall annually prepare a report showing the 
total salary paid to the superintendent, which report 

shall show in detail the amount derived from the per 

capita tax and the amount paid directly by each school 

district in the union.” : 

One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated a- 
mong the several school districts of the union on the basis of 
adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated on the basis of average 
daily membership in the schools for the previous school year 
ending June 30th. The Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 
48 during 1955-1956 received a salary of $6050 which was made 
up as follows: !2500 paid from the per capita tax and $3550 
pro-rated among the several school districts. Allowance of $850 
for travel within the union was also pro-rated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and travel 
charged to each school district.

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THE MUSIC PROGRAM IN WENTWORTH 


This program is planned with two major purposes in mind: 
first, to have each child enjoy music and second, to have chil- 
dren increase their knowledge in order to develop a beiter 
understanding and appreciation of good music. . 


Songs are selected from traditional, classic, and modern 
folk and art songs. Through this material we develop good 
tone quality, better sense of rhythm, ability to read music, 
and knowledge of composers. Wherever possible, music is in- 
tegrated with cther subjects. 


In developing better rhythm, the lower grades start with 
rhythm band, singing games and simple steps such as march- 
ing, skipping, sliding, and galloping. As the children progress 
these simple steps become more intricate and are combined 
to make a dance. The dancing is limited to square and folk 
dances of this and other countries which are a part of our 
musical heritage. 


The listening program at the present time is limited  be- 
cause of the lack of good recordings. The children learn to 
listen for enjoyment of the entire selection, themes, rhythmic 
patterns, instruments, harmonies and mocd.

The children of Wentworth had the opportunity of having 
the Salk Vaccine as protection from poliomylitis at ithe fol- 
lowing clinics:

Sept. 13, Orford St. School, Attendance from Wentworth 15

July 18, Plymouth Sch. Aud., Attendance from Wentworth 6 
Nov. 27, Plymouth Sch. Aud., Attendance from Wentworth 10 


This was for age groups from 6 months to 20 years. The 
High School students were given their shots ait the school tthey 
attend. The exact number in this group is not known. 


About eighty children from ithe town of Wentworth have 
completed at least two shots of vaccine. The children from ithe 
October 1955 group attended ithe November clinic at Plymouth 
and received their third or booster shots. There were 8 in this 
group.
